Preparation of plans for the
lpermanent improvement of
Dominguez channel between
Denker Ave, and Gramercy Pl
is nearing completion and the

This project is the second in
a series designed to widen and
deepen the flood control chan-
nel up-stream from Vermont
Ave. to provide a good drain-
age for the Centinela Valley.

In preparation for the per-
manent improvement, which
will line the channel with rein-
forced concrete sides and bot-
tom, the State Highway Depart-
ment is no weconstructing a
ne wbridge over the channel
at Artesia Blvd.,, etween West-
ern Ave. and Gramercy,

Construction of the first
unit, between Vermont Ave.
and Denker, was completed
and accepted in February.

Blvd.

Culverts Obsolete

Hahn pointed out that the
culverts under these streets
now are inadequate to carry
the heavy flow of water in the
channel during storms. As a
result, debris jams up against
the culverts and causes the
water to back up and overflow
the channel banks.

Plans for all 1mprovements
to the channel call for widen-
ing the banks to 75 feet, with
construction of concrete sides
18 feet deep.
